Section 1. APPROPRIATION.--One hundred thousand dollars

purpose of contracting with the Navajo nation to provide
increased child-support enforcement in northwestern New Mexico.
Any unexpended or unencumbered balance remaining at the end of
Ffiscal year 1998 shall revert to the general fund.
